The original bill of Senator Black made 
thes of corn or cotton, growing or 
matured ina tield or close, a felony, (and 
the receiving, by gift, pure , or other- 
wise of such property knowing the same to 
be stolen, a felony also) and punisbable by 
confinement in the penitentiary for a term 
of not less than one nor more than two 
years. 

Upon the passage of the substitute, Sea- 
ator Black said: 

SPEECH OF SENATCR BLACK. 


I am aware, Mr. President, that this ques- 
tion has previously been before the senate 
and that 1 h:ve occupied the floor oftener 
than opce iu its discussion. I am aware, 
also, that there is nothing to 
be added to the fame of any gentleman by 
the reasons he may bring to the a@uvocacy 
of the interests of the farmers. Thereare 
many other themes which are richer in pop- 
ular favor aad iu which the services of the 
advocate are more fally So gee by the 
press and those who herald to the people 
wha‘ their servants do ’n tuis hall. 

It is necessary, however, to say 
something upon this mat.ec to 
show this senate tha’ stringent legislation 
is necessary, a:.d that something more than 
is aimed at by the substitu'e, is demanded 
here, Ths people of Gcorgia have spoken. 
They have spoken through their official 
organs upon this question. The farmers’ 
club and the state grange of Georgia have 
presented to this body a memorial, drafted 
in formal terms and which has been read 
to this senate. The convention of crop 
reporters has also appealed to. this 
body for iegis'atizn upon this sub- 
ject. There can be no doubt upon 
this question that the people of Georgia 
need  prcetectioa, ant l believe 
that the senate is ready and willlog to 
give them that protection,a:d that the only 
question ia, what shall the yiotection be? 
If Ican show, (which I think I can,) that 
the protection afforded by the original bill 
now before the sena‘e is far better than the 
substitute offered by the committee, then 
I will have accomplished enough to induce 
this body to vote fir the law which will 
give the better remedy. 

is this a great evil that we propose to 
remedy, or merely a whim ical complaint 
from a few people in the ‘‘black belt’’ of 
Georgia? Isitacrying, crushing evil that 
is threatening the life blood of 
the farming interests of Georgia—a great 
prevailing crime, requiring fvr its suppres- 
sion the epactment of the severest p nal_ 
ties ? 

I have noticed in the newspapers of the 
State frequent articles upo. this subject, 
and I have taken the trouble to clip a num- 
ber of them whie) I have h re. 1 ask the 
indulgence of the secate while 
I read from them, At the _ present 
time eyerything is quiet, because the 
corn and cotton seasons are gone. 
When we come here in January and the 
seazou of these crimes is past, we neglect 
the opportunity to give tie subject the at- 
tention it dese:yes. The grand juries in 
many countics have giveu this subject 
attention, :ni [ask tbe indu'gere: 
of the senate while 1 read from 
the presentmen! wade by the 
grsnd jury of ove of the counties of my dis- 
trict—the courty of Burke, which is com- 
posed of a large and intelligent body of 
men. They call the attentionef their rep- 
r sentitives in tae gevgeral assembly to the 
suject and say: 

**We also request themto use their in- 
fluence to have a law pastec to prevent the 
ilicit tratiic in farm produce. The amount 
of produce stolen and sold by laborers, crop- 

2rs and tenants, under the temptations 

eld out by the low dens of vice set up at 
every cross road and public place in the 
county, especially to retail liquors, consti- 
tute a very large per cent. of the produce of 
every farm. and under this uousual drain 
upon our labor there can be no wonder that 
honest industry should be discouraged, and 
that the whole country is prostrate in pov- 
erty and want. Aud if the legislature 
shail continuetoshutitseyes against the 
glariog crimes, or its laws shall fail to give 
us relief from the wrongs which so sorely 
afflict us, we vefy much fear that the im- 
medtate sense of self protection will assert 
itself sooner or Jater in virtuous indigna- 
tim and violence against the wicked 
despoilers of individual rights and the peace 
fn‘ prosperity of communities. ’’ 

This is the presentorent of the grand jury 
atthe last fall term of Burke superior 
cour’, 

I also noticed in the Savannah Mornixg 
News the presentment of the grand jury of 
the county of Thomas, comprising an in- 
fluential and intelligent citizenship. 

This is what they said: ‘*We are sorry to 
report that there is much crime committed 
ia ourcoun.y. The jail is filled with crim- 
inals awaiting trial, nearly all is traceable 
to the midnight dens scattered over the 
county, acd kept by bold, daring, unscra- 
pulous persons, who defy public opinion 
and the laws. They entice the ignorant 
colored people into their stores, and induce 
them to steal poultry, corn, rice, oats, pota- 
toes, cotton, farming tools and everything 
that can be converted into money. They 
reepect no color or condition, and Arab- 
like, they plunder and rob alike the whites 
and b.acks, They have become so bold as 
to employ and send out drummers for this 
illicit treflic, and have guards around their 
stores and pickets placed out at considera- 
ble distance around to prevent surprise and. 
detection, and have managed to demoralise 
the colored population to such an extent 
that itis almost impossible to get them to 
inform or give evidence against them in the 
courts of une country. We are glad to see 
the granges taking steps to put dowr this 
evil, and they have succeded in closing up 
some of these stores. We wish them God 
speed, and trust they will not cease their 
efforts until they sacceed ia breaking up 
this nefarious traflic. We call upon all good 
citizens, white and black, to be vigilant in 
assis x to bring these violators of the law 
to gn punishment, so that our whole 
comunity can lay down and sleep peace 
fully, with the assurance that his property 

in the field and all around himissafe. We 
ask our representatives to use their talent 
aud influence in the next session cf the 
legislature, and devise and pass some law 
that will give better protection to the plan- 
ters, and make the airestand conviction of 
tuis class of thieves less troublesome ia the 
courts of the country.”’ 

These are bodies which speak the senti- 
ments of their communities, and when they 
do. speak in this formal manner they are 
entitled to be heard. 

They have the evidence of the evils and 
atk for better and more stringent laws than 
those piveeey upon the statute books of 
Georgia. e wanta law which is in ad- 
vance of any we have had heretofore—we 
jaw.that isan innovation upon leg- 
islation.and better than any previous law 
inthe deterrent character of its penalties. 

This is one of a set of resolutions recent- 
ly adopted by the citizens of Bainbridge up- 
on ‘*the seed cotton business,’”’ I will fread 
itin order to impress upon the senate the 
necessit; for adopting stringcnt measures 
iu this matter. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
meeting the trade now going on in seed 
eottén in this and other sections of the cot- 
ton growing states is ruinous to the inter- 
ests of the farmers andthe entire honest 
trading community, and affects icjuriously 
allintereste of society. It takes from the 
honest farmer, both white and colored, the 

ust frufts ofhis labor, It demorallzesthe 
borers, iveftieg theft'and geners! bail hab- 
its. It diverts trade fromtke regular and 
ped Gea tt merchants; and so ex- 
aspera ai classes is this trade that 
harsh feelings are being engendered and 
temptations presented to our law abiding 
Citizens to resort to severe and improper 
methods to suppress the traffic. While we 
-Cate Viole all unlawfal 
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“A gentleman of the utmost reliability 
showed to us a large list of acceptances for 
guano ina le county, and stated that 
not one half of them would be paid for this 
season, (as he has fully satisfied himself) 
that a very pees of the cottou crops of 
these farmers been stolen. 

“In the gray of O e morniog he had sur- 
prised twenty odd carts at one deadfall, 
which had deliver.d or was deliverin 
stolen cotton. That deséfall receiv 
that morning 25,000 pounds of seed cotton, 
as wellas a considerable quantity of l'nt, 
and carried on so large a business as to run 
gius by a steam engine. There was also 
another establishmeat inthe same county 
which was running by steam, anid these 
were carried on by the two heaviest mer- 
chants of the county, who with their sleep- 
ing partners, an. extensive influ- 
ence throughout the ey 

‘ind this trade is spreaiing like wild fl-e 
in all the counties of the state. ‘lhe most 
extraordidary profits result from it, as well 
On the cotton us on the exchange of gonds 
for it with these ignorant thieves,who trade 
underascareand at every disadvantage. 
It is belleved that the profits in both ways 
amount to thirty or forty dollars to the bale 
of cotton, and instances are shown of large 
fortunes accumulated in this way as the 
result of two or three ycars of operation. 

‘‘Such success excites the strong estemu- 
lation among the whole brood of rascals, 
aud the’result is thatthese “dead falls’’ or 
**fences’’ as they are called inthe cities are 
sprivging up in eve-y populous cotton 
growivg neighborhood, corrupting every 
planter’s force of laborers. into habits of 
stealing and intemperance, so tha’ the 
whole agriculture of Georg’a fs in immi- 
neu’ daager of speedy run. 

‘“‘In counties where the negro‘popalation 
largely outnumbers the white, there seems 
to ittle chauce for the application of any 
local or general remedy. The baliot itself 
is on the side of the thieves, and there is no 
chance for summary redress. An opivion 
was expressed that in one or two counties, 
once large cotton producers, the cotton in- 
dustry would become entirely extinct in a 
year or two, while ia all there is a perishing 
need of some judicious and energetic reme- 
dy which does .ot now exist; but the absence 
of which has promoted those outbreaks of 
violence some cases of whic have already 
occurred {a Georgia, while they have been 
more frequent in neighb ring states. In 
these the neighboring farmers meet and 
burn the illicit trader’s establishment. 

‘This is a subject which should call into 
exercise all the sagacity ofthe farmers and 
the legislature of the state. Let the 
grangers put their wits to work to elaborate 
come sche ne of legal relf protection, and 
sppoint a committee to confer with the 
legislature and the governcor. We are satis- 
ficdthe peace and prosperity of Georgia 
peremptorily demand prompt, earnest and 
intelligent action on this subject.’’ 

This, senators, is a slight, pariia! yiew 
Only of the true condition of the planting 
interests in the state of Georgia. I have 
extracts here from Alabama, Louisiana and 
South Carolina showing the sufferings of 
the peopte in those states from this sare 
cause, which is co-extensive with the cot- 
ton producivg sections of the south. ‘‘The 
planters ia Alabama are everywhere holding 
meetings to c ncert some plan for the sup- 
pression of so called‘‘dead falls” and to stcp 
the stealing of crops in the field, which is 
going on, as they say, to an Intolerable ex- 
tent this fall,’’ says cne paper. Inthe 
Charleston News and Courier of Novy. 20:h, 
1575, I find similar complaints and aecounts 
of u public meeting of the citizens of Aiken 
coupty upon this subject, 

That is the condition of thingsin South 
Carolina, Now, I have herean extract 
from the Savannah News of October 18th, 
sa entitled ‘‘The Remedy worse than the 

vil,’ 

“Some time ago an anonymous warning 
w s published ic a New Orleans paper noti- 
fying insurance companies tocancel policies 
on stores in the vicinity of Port Hedson, 
Louisiana, which made a business of pur- 
charing seed cotton. Late reports of burn- 

ngs in that vicloity seem to confirm the 
existence of an organized campaign of law- 
lessness and arson,. It is complained that 
@ great deal of seed cotton is stolen and 
purchased at certain store, and this, it is 
iafericd, is the plan adopted to stop the 
practice. The evil sought to be abated is a 
serious one, ‘ and is not confine to planting 
districts of Louisiana, but exist to agreater 
or less extent throughout the cotton region 
of the south. But, law-abidivg people, 
who reflect for a moment, wil conclude 
that aresort to arson on their part is nota 
propefreme ty. The community,that adop's 
such violent and illegal methods will fiod 
that they only aggravate the evil by inaugu- 
rating lawlessness, which m_st prove in 
mapdy Ways ruinous to their interests and de- 
structive of the value of property toan ex- 
tent :Shundred times as great as the worth 
of the stores burned. It is a frightful cor- 
dition of s ciety if larceny is to be punished 
by arson in a manner whi his as likely to 
destroy 'h:innozent astostrike the guil y.”’ 

We unve th’s same thing existing in some 
sections uf Georgia, and itis absolutely ne- 
cessury that we, as guardians of the rights 
and iute ests of the people of Georgia, do 
not compel them by a resort to violence, to 
pro‘ect their dearest and mcst sacred inter- 
esti. 

If what I have read fails to impress sena- 
tors with the necessity fur this remedy, it 
would be neediess for me tosay more. I 
have said this much and read these extracts 
to show the eenate that we need addit‘onal 
legislation, avd that, too, of such a charac- 
ter as will remedy the eyils comolained of. 

Now, what is the rule by whici we are to 
arrive at the proper remediil legislation ? 
We take into consideration the old law, the 
evils to be remedied and the further legis 
lation proposed with which to meet and 
andcombat them I ask the attention of 
the senate for a few moments, for I propose 
t» show that the law proposed by the sub- 
stitute is no better, or little better than the 
law as it now s‘ands upom the statute 
books. In tthe code we have eec- 
tion 4488, ‘‘If any person shall buy or re- 
cefye any goods. chatte!s, money or other 
effects that shall ka e been stolen or felon. 
ously taken from a20t:er, knowing the 
same to have been so stolea, such person 
shali be teken and deemed an accessory 
after tne fact, and skall receive and suffer 
the same purishment as would be inflicted 
om the person convicted of having stolen 
said goods, chattels,’’ etc. 

Now thatis the iaw as it stands to-day, 
under which these great evils have grown 
up and under the shadow of wich these 
crimes have been perpetrated. It is pro- 
posed to supplant this with the substitute 
for the bill which I offered—and which is 
neta pet measure of mine. I am in this 
matter only following the hone;t conyiction 
of my du’y. It is in the diecharge of that 
duty alone that 1 take up the time of the 
senate in presenting these views. I pro- 
pose to compare ths two laws, and show 
you the defects in tie substitute, and that, 
if you adopt it we will go back 
to our people who are crying 
for relief and carry them no remedy.

“he flash of the guns would indicate thas 
they were pot more than thir'y cr forty 
yards off. Nine or teu shotswere fired in 
rapid succession, end although some of 
the r'fle balls struck near the front teav and 
others passed through the wagon cover, 
no damage was done. indle at 
once stepped his party ard returned the 
voliey, fisiag eighteen shots. Findley him- 
self fired six with a Winchester rifle. They 
aimed atthe places where the flashes of the 
rifles appeared to have come from. The 
uight was intersely dark, and it was impos- 
sible te see where the attacking party were, 
or whether any of them had been hit. ‘rhe 
probability is that they were sa’ely hidden 
behind treee and logs. 

As notL:ng further was heard from them, 
Findley pushed on to Daweornville without 
further incident about 2 o’c’ock Satarday 
afternoon. That night he made a raid upon 
suspected parties in the neighborhood 
captured four prisoners. He also learned 
that he had been followed by an armed 
party to within five miles of Dawsonville. 


‘Sunday night he made arrangements to 


make a raid into Cherokee county, after 
other persons for whom he held warrants 
but was advised not to do so by Sheriff 
Bryt, of Dawson County, who told him that 
he had received information of a large par- 
ty who were preparing to attack him on 
the road. 

Further and more alarming reports were 
recetyed, and fizally Findley became satis- 
fled that an attempt would be made to take 
his prisoners and property away from him 
in Dawsoprville. Hetherefore called upon 
the sheriff for assistance and tnat officer 
cordially furnished it by eummoning a posse 
of three or four citizens. These men sat 
vp on guard duty in Dawsonvi'le all Sun- 
day night, but no violence was attempted. 
An effort was made to break open the sta- 
ble where the teams were during the night, 
but was unsuccessful. 

On Monday morning Findley hitched up 
to go to Dahlonega, but heard froma Mr.
